Stocker 
was taken to Mercy Hospitul. 

Five sections of the Century had 
arrived at the La Salle-street sta- 
tfon on schedule. The sixth, speed- 
ing toward the city, was just 
crossing Root street when an emp, 
ty train began to back out of th 
yards, moving south. 

Mrs. Dworkin was thrown from 
her seat into an aisle and was the 
only woman of the passenger list 
who showed any sign of injury. 

The engineer and fireman were 
scalded by escaping steam after 
the crash. 

Six government mail clerks were 
in the first coach of theeLimited 
when the collision occurred. They 
were thrown to the floor, but es- 
caped with minor bruises.

more carefully. .

‘Support of the application. Hutch- 
ings was present with his counsel, 
; Joseph Shalleck of New York. 


ACTIONS REVIEWED 


' According to the story told the 
Governor, Hutchings was  extra- 
dited to California from New York 

n 1920 to stand trial on a charge 
Of grand larceny arising out of as- 
,serted fraudulent stock promotion. 
‘He was convicted ard sentenced 
to serve seven and a half years in 


San Quentin prison. He actually 
served three and a half years, 
working with pick and shovel

August 8, 1925, the State Board 
of Parole paroled Hutchins on the 
express provision that he return 
,; to New York State and report for 
work to the American Press As- 


Psociation, 


John H. Perry, presi- 
dent. November 27, Gov. Richard- 
son, acting under a law of Califor- 
nia, revoked the parole, declaring 
that it had been obtained through 
fraud and misrepresentation; that 
the District Attorney of Los An- 
geles had failed to file certain ma- 
terial information with the Board 
of Parole, and that Hutchings had 
not been punished sufficiently. 


It was stated that had Hutch- 
ings continued his sentence with- 
out parole he would have been eli- 
gible for release April 6. If he is 
returned to California and then to 
prison, it was stated, he wiil have 
to serve thirty-eight months more. 
Hutchings surrendered in New 
York City December 21, and was 
admitted to $1000 bail. 

Mr. Shalleck charged that the 
revocation of Hutchings’s parole 
was due to a political fight between 
Gov. Richardson and  Dist.-Atty. 
Keyes of Los Angeles county, and 
that utchings is being made the 
scapegoat. He presented a mass of 
newspaper clippings charging poli- 
tics in the case. He declared that

Four Charitable Institutions in Los Angeles, Pasadena 
and Chicago Get $ / .200,000 


Mrs. Bridge, who was namedd 
executor, ‘ls to enjoy the income 
from the estate, the principal of 
which was willed tn trust to, the 
Continental and Commercial Trust 
and Savings Bank. 

On her death the estate is to be 
equally divided between five insti- 
tutions, the University of Chicago 
for purposes of medica] education, 
the University of Southern Califor- 
nia medical department, the South- 
west Museum, Inc., of Los Ange- 
les, the Barlow Sanatorium Asso- 
ciation of Los Angeles and La Vina. 
a sanatorium of Pasadena. These 
institutions are expected to receive 
about $6,000,000 In all. 


YEAR OF INVESTIGATION 

When Dr. Bridge's wiil was filed 
last February the petition gave a 
valuation of “over $1,000,000.” It 
has taken nearly a year for ap- 
praisers to investigate the doctor's 
long list of investments and their 
findings made known that Dr. 
Bridge was one of Chicago's rich- 
est citizens. ) 

Before his death at 80 years of 
age in Los Angeles a year ago Dr. 
Bridge was widely known for his 
philanthropies. His gifts to charit- 
able and educational] institutions 
exceeded $1,000,000, 

Having no children, he and his 
wife, Mrs. Mae Manford Bridge, 
had decided to leave al! their mon- 
ey to charity. When they found 
that the State law of California, in 
which State they. wished to live, 
limited them to willing one-third 
of their estates to institutions, they 


continued to maintain a legal resi- 
dence at the Drake Hotel in Chi- 
cago.

More than 
fifty issues of stocks and bonds 
were listed, a few thousand dol- 
lars being the average holding._

shares preferred stock, $100,000;

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Opposi- 
tion to the Coolidge administra- 
tion and the President's program 
in Congress developed aggressive- 
ly today both In the Senate and the 
House of Representatives. 

The attacks, although directed 
at no less than six phases of the 
administration’s conduct of the 
government, were not unexpected, 
and are regarded as merely the 
forerunners of one of the most 
sirenuous and bitter partisan con- 
troversies Washington has experi- 
enced for a decade or more. 

Whether justified from any other 
standpoint, the contemplated trou- 
ble for Mr. Coolidge and his official 
family is inspired primarily by the 
frantic desire of those interested 
to pile up ammunition for the thir- 
ty-three contests for Senator and 
435 contests for Congressmen to 
occur next summer and fall. 


MANY ATTACKS 
Wrathful political fires either 
are burning or are about to be 
kindled in many places. The proc- 
ess of roasting various department 
heads has begun. Just at present 
there is more smoke than flame, 


~ 


attackers and attacked indicate the 
probability of a large conflagra- 
tion to follow. 

Thus today the Tariff Commis- 
,sion, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the Budget Bureau, 
the Federal Reserve System and 
the administration’s program for 
co-operation with the preliminary 
disarmament conference of the 
League of Nations were under at- 
tack. 

All of these unfriendly demon- 
strations occurred in the Senate 
and were wholly separate from and 
in addition to the continued fight 
on the World Court policy of Mr. 
Coolidge. 

In the House there was less at- 
| tention to such matters, but Repre- 
sentative Garrett of Tennessee, 
Democratic leader, according to a 
promise made before the holiday 
recess, introduced a resolution call- 
ing for a Congressional investiga- 
tion of all the -charges made 
against the army and navy heads 
by Col. William A. Mitchell.. 


FARM. MEASURE 

Equally antagonistic to admin- 
istration policies and purposes, al- 
though not as obvious in intent, a 
bill “to control the surplus of agri- 
cultural commodities” by Federal 
act, was introduced by Congress- 
man Dickinson of Iowa, leader of 
the greatly decreased faction that 
still represents the extreme  de- 
manda of the farm bloc. 

Senator Smoot of Utah, veteran 
leader on the Republican side. 
was fully prepared for the initial 
Democratic onslaught on the tariff 
in the Senate today and. when 
Senator King, Democrat, also of 
Utah, introduced a resolution de- 
mending an investigation of the 
Tarif? Commission. by a committee 
of five to be named by Vice-Presi- 
dent Dawes. Mr. Smoot answered 
the challenge by introducing a 
resolution providing that the 
Finance Committee of which he 
is the chairman, make such inves- 
tigation. 3 

In the preamble of the ‘resolu- 
tion introduced by Senator King 
the low tariff arguments against 
the flexible tariff provisions are 
recited, Obviously a stereotyped 
Democratic antihigh-tariff tirade, 
the King resolution in addition is 
a bid for the attention and sup- 
port of the Midwest farmers, who 
seem to see an opportunity to ad- 
vance their proposed government 
price-fixing program through tar- 
iff agitation. 


FED RESERVE FIGHT 

Senator King laso was respoh- 
sible for initiating a long-antici- 
pated fight on the Federal Reserve 
System. his resolution on this sub- 
ject proposing an investigation of 
the system by the Committee on 
Banking and Curreney. Apparent- 
ly seeking to anticipate the find- 
ings from such an investigation 
he introduced two bills to correct 
what he asserts are basic defects 
in the law creating the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

_ Gleefully welcomed by Demo- 
eratic Senators, some Of whom of- 
fered elaborately worded congrat- 
ulations, a resolution directing the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
to furnish the Senate with details 
of its operation and policies was 
introduced by Senator Reed, Re- 
publican, of Pennsylvania, nom- 
inally an administration supporter. 

Senator Reed from time to time 
has given voice to his disapproval 
of the manner in which Federal 
patronage has been handled in 
Pennsylvania and has particularly 
emphasized his resentment for fati- 
ure of the administration to name 
a Pennsylvanian as a member of 
the commisation. 

His resolution, which was adopt- 
ed by the Senate, calls upon the 
commiasion to submit to the Senate 
reports and statistics and other in. 
formation required from common 
carriers and also what reports 
State commissions require of Iike 
nature. The cost to the carriers 
for such reports is demanded. The 
Senate struck from the preamble 
of the resolution a paragraph as- 
serting that complaint has been

by the United States in the League 
of Nations preliminary disarma- 
ment discussions. 

“Participation in the work of 
the preparatory commission,” the 
President said tn a specia] mes- 
sage, “involves no commitment 
with respect to attendance upon 
any future conference or confer- 
ences on reduction in limitation of 
armaments and the attitude of this 
government in that regard cannot 
be defined in advance of the call- 
ing of such meetings.” 

He added that “whether the con- 
ditions and circumstances will 
prove such as to make it destrable 
for the United States to attend any 
conference or conferences which 
may eventually take place as a re- 
sult of the labors of the prepara- 
tory commission or otherwise, is a 
question which need not now be 
considered.”’ 

“It is my judgment,” he said, 
“that so far as this preliminary in- 
quiry is concerned. we ought to 
give our aid and- co-operation to 
the fullest extent, consistent : with 
the policies -vyhich we have adopt- 


The message follows: 

“In the méssage which I had oc- 
casion recently to submit to you, I 
called attention to the agreement 
recently entered into by a number 
of European governments under 
which guarantees of peace were 
provided and [ took occasion to 
point out that the natura! corollary 
to these treaties should be further 
international agreementsa-for the 
limitation of armaments, a work 
that was so successfully begun at 
the Washington conference. 


OBJECTS OUTLINED 


“The government of the United 
States has now been invited by the 
coungjl of the League of Nations 
to send representatives to sit upon 
a ‘preparatory commission for the 
disarmament conference, being 4 
commission to prepare for a con- 
ference on the reduction and limi- 
tation of:armaments’ which has 
been set up by the council and 
which is to meet in Geneva, Swit- 
zerland, in February, 1926. The 
purpose of this commissian, it is 
stated, is to make preparations for 
a vonference for disarmament, 
which it is the announced purpose 
of the council to call at an early 
date. 

“It is proposed that the delib- 
erations of the commission shall be 
directed to such matters as the sev- 
eral factors upon which the power 
of a country in time of war de- 
pends; whether limitation of the 
ultimate war strength of a coun- 
try is practical, or whether dis- 
armament should be confined to 
the peace strength alone; the rela- 
tive advantages and disadvantages 
of each of the various forms which 
reduction of limitation of the arm- 
ament may take in the case of land,

The Federal government, through 
an opinion by the Attorney-Gen-

‘On the other side of the case ft 
was contended that the Constitu- 
tion and laws of California respect- 
ing community property were 
based upon Spanish-Mexican

It was asserted that 
there had been much conflict in 
court decisions on the subject, but 
it was insisted that the prepond- 
erance of decisions recognized the 
vested right in the wife and that 
the latest decision of the State Su- 
preme. Court held that the domi- 
nating rule and the busic concep- 
tion of the community property 
system was that of partnership be- 
tween husband and wife whereby

REVISION OF 
RAIL RATES 
DISALLOWED 


{BY A. P. SIGHT WIRE) 

ASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—A gen- 
eral readjustment of rates on lum- 
ber moving to Canada from South 
Pacific Coast territory, which rail- 
roads sought to make effective last 
September 8, was held unreason- 
able today by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commisson. 

The new achedules which were 
not allowed to become effective 
since the commission suspended 
them at the time of their proposal, 
applied on all shipments to Canada 
from Arizona,.

Jesse Burkett was the first player’ 
who carried the nickname “The 
Crab.”” He began his career in 
Scranton, Pa., in 1880, under the 
managership of Sam Crane, who’ 
later became a baseball writer. 
Burkett, while working for Sam, 
was a left-handed pitcher. He 
went from Scranton to Worcester, 
Mass., and the New York Giants 
bought him from that club. How- 
ever, New York did not think 
Burkett fast enough for the majors. 
so they shifted him to Lincoln, 
Neb., in the Western Association. 
New York then arranged a trade 
to get George Davis, and in the 
shifting necessary to complete the 
trade Burkett was shipped to 
Cleveland and became the property 


of Patsy Tebeau's Spiders. Patsy

crats allied to the Alpines and 
Gemites. They cast a slur of Goubt 
on the titles of the kings, em- 
perors and princes and establish « 
new supreme caste of 4000 certi- 
fled blue-blooded aristocrats. 

The new eocial order discards 
Many owners of filmey titles so 
dear to the hearts of rich helresses 
as “falling in the fundamental 

ities required for an aristo- 
eratic title.” Its laws are set down 
th the “New Book of Edda,” or the 
“Iron Book of Germanic Nobility 
and Germanic Origin."" Even the 
best-sounding names, it decrees, 
mean nothing. Daughters of sim- 
ple citizens or peasants can take up 
caste in the 4000 elect provided 
they are Nordicse and not tinged by 
other races. 


OTHER ELIGIBLES 
The Dutch, Flemish, Scandina- 
Vians and Anglo-Saxons can be 
admitted to the ranks of the true 
aristocrats. The old nobility of 
France, Italy, Spain, Portugal, Po- 
land and Hungary are entitled to 
join, provided they are not allied 
to other elements. Those nobili- 
tated in recent centuriés cannot be 
admitted undess they prove that 
they have the necessary racial 
qualities. 
Americans who have succeeded 
forcing their way inte Almanach 
Gotha, the official register of 
@ristocrats, are to be submitted 
to a closée scrutiny, owing to the 
“vast difference in the elements of 
America’s population.” But they, 
too, may remain in the cirtle of 
the elect if-they prove that they are 
Nordics. In many cases it is found 
that American heiresses who mar- 
ried European nobles have a great- 
er right to enter the privileged cir- 
Cle of Nordics than the husbands 
they chose for their titles.

POUGHT BY WOMEN 
“Ever since the National Wom- 
en's party started a campaign for 
an amendment to the legislation 
reading “men and women § shall 
have equal rights throughout the 
United States and every place sub- 
ject to its jurisdiction,” a_ bulle- 
tin from the organization's head- 
quarters asserts, “other women's 
organizations have fought this step 
to write equality into the Consti- 
tution on the grounds that wom- 
en workers should have laws re- 
stricting their hours of work, set- 
ting their minimum wage and pro- 
hibiting their working at night. 
“These opposing organizations 
hold that such laws are neces- 
sary for women but not for men.” 
“I have seen women hampered 
at every turn when they are com- 
ing with men for jobs,” Miss 
y is quoted as saying. “I have 
worked for legislation restricting 
the hours which people may work 
in different industries, but I want 
such legislation to affect men and 
women alike so that women will 
not have obstacles placed before 
them in their search for the jobs.” 
“It ia time,” according to Miss 
Caine, ‘that working women had 
the opportunity to speak for 
themselves on this question that 
so vitally affects their status in the 
economic world.” 


THROWN OUT OF WORK 


Mrs. Murray cited the plight of 
hundreds of women workers for 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, thrown out of work soon aft- 
er the World War as the result of 
the passage of the “protective” 
forty-eight-hour law for women in 
New York. Enforcement of the law 
necessitated replacement of the 
women with men workers, Mrs. 
Murray declared, 

“I want the President and Con- 
gress to know.” she said, “that if 
there is one class of women more 
than another that should have the 
fullest equality with men, it is the

HURRICANE 
FOLLOWED 
BY FAMINE 


Americon Samoa Food 
Runs Short After Wind 
Razes Orchards and Homes 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

PAGO PAGO (Samoa) Jan. 4.—~ 
The hurricane which struck Amer- 
fean Samoa is over, leaving de- 
struction and wreckage. The 
thatched houses of the prosperous 
Samoan villages are strewn every- 
where and many villages are wiped 
out, but without loss of Iife be- 
camse of the light construction of 
native houses. 

Giant trees, loosened by the fury 
of the storm, slid down steep 
mountainsides and into the valley 


blocked roads and cut power lines. 
It is tmpossible at the present 
time to reach the outlying villages 
on Tutuila Island on account of the 
roads being blocked with land- 
slides and fallen trees. Mountain 
trails are obliterated also. Native 
runners are endeavoring to get 
through to determine the amount 
of destruction. Breadfruit, banana 
and taro plantations are almost 
completely destroyed, and the co- 
coanut crop is greatly damaged. 
The U.8S.8S. Tanager was de- 
spatched to the Manu Islands im- 
mediately -following the storm 
when the radio proved unable to 


festablish wireless communication. 


Many Manua Island villages are 
reported almost completely de- 
stroyed, but no loss of life has 
been reported. Native food plan- 
ta8ions are ruined.

Unquestionably, very few, if any, 
of the large refineries in Califor- 
nia will show a profit in 1925 from 
‘manufacturing operations. Prices 
in Southern California especially 
have been out of line. and only 


those companies able to wholesale 
largé quantities to the East coast 
or to foreign ports have made 
money in gasoline. ‘But all of the 
large companies seem to take a 
cheerful view of the marketing 
Situation for this year. 


CRUDE TREND UNCERTAIN 

Of course, the expectations of 
higher gasoline prices are pre- 
dicated upon the assumption that 
the crude-oil situation will remain 
in control. This is a variable, how- 
ever, over which the industry has 
very little power, but unless new 
fields are developed, the factor of 
production will probably show a 
satisfu.ctory trend. Production in 
California has declined slightly 
from the high for 1925 of 21.000,- 
000 barrels in August, to 19,095,000 
barrels in November, the last 
raonth reported. Thetrend is bet- 
ter defined by the comparison with 
tne 1923 high of 26,500,000 
rels. 

South America is threatening to 
rise on the horizon as a large pro- 
ducer of crude oil The Venezuela 
flelde are the most prolific thus 
far, Sut the American producers 
‘are not afraid of Venezuela oil 
giutting the market. Lago Pe- 
troleum controls most of the out- 
put, and this company is domi- 
nated by Standard Oj! of Indiana. 
it is not likely that the Standard 
interests will injure their own 
game. 

If- production does remain fairly 
constint at the present figures, or 
even decline, the refining com- 
panies can justifiably expect ad- 
vances in gasolige. From fhe re- 
fining point of view, which means 
the big companies, the price of 
crude ofl can. very ‘well remain 
unchonged, if gasoline will com- 
mani better prices. The marazin 
between the two represents the 
profit for large companies, while 
constant crude-oil prices spell 
trouble for the producers. 

Without consideration of the 
trenG in production, the industry 
seems to have good ground for the 
anticipation of increased  con- 
sumption. One authority has 
stated that consumption has in- 
cieased 120 per cent since 1920. 
If the automobile manufacturers 
successfully complete the  an- 
nounced program of selling 5§,000,- 
000 cars in 1926, perhaps this 
percentage will be lifted a few 
notches at the end of the next 
twelve montha.

Last year, the 
discounting process was carried 
too far, and a good many of the 
speculators who bought for ma- 
terlally lower prices are still hold- 
ing the same stock.

CONTINUES DULL 


Usual Holiday Quiet Noted 
During Week 


Gain in Business Believed 
Due Shortly 


Buying Expected to 
Take Upturn 


BY CHARLES F. WILLIS 
. (Editor, The Mining Journal) 

The dullness in the metal mar- 
ket, which always. characterizes 
the holiday season, has again been 
apparent this: year. While a fair 
volume of business has been trans- 
acted, the quan has not equaled 
that of the previous week and the 
price has been shaded to 14 1-8 
cents. Heavy business is not ex- 
‘aaaroangg unti] after the first of Jan- 
uary; in fact, most of the sales of 
recent days have been for Febru- 
ary, or the first quarter. It is ex- 
pected that foreign business will 
show considerable improvement in 
January over December. 

During the year just closed, it is 
estimated that the production of 
copper mines of the United States 
will show an increase of 49,000 
tons: Against this increase of 49,- 
000 tons, domestic deliveries have 
increased 86,000 tons and exports 
have increased 10,000 tons. Re- 
fined copper stocks have been re- 
duced to less than one month’s sup- 
ply for domestic consumption. 


DOUGLAS ANSWERS 


According to Walter Douglas, 
president of the Phelps Dodge Cor- 


' | poration, there is or'v one answer 


to the low average price of copper 
and that is overproduction. Be- 
cause the consumption of copper, 
both In the United States and 
abroad, has shown such healthy in 
creases there is little other explana- 
tion, 

Mr. Deugas states that the mines 
‘of the ‘United States have not in- 
creased their output anything like 
the ratio of the increase in con- 
sumption, but that this does not ap- 
ply to the producers of South 
America or Africa, the large com- 
petitors of American copper pro- 
ducers. He said that it might be 
assumed that there will be in the 
future a decrease in the output of 
copper from the mines of this 
country, due to exhaustion or to the 
diminishing in the grade of the 
ores, and that it equally prob- 
able that there will be a marked 
increase in copper production of 
Chile, Peru and African ‘mines. 
This, to him, suggests the possibil- 
ity of the necessity for protective 
tariff, when the production of the 


tcountry equals, or is. less than its 


consumptive capacity. 
STRONG STATISTICALLY 


The new year opens with copper 
in the strongest statistical position 
of any year since the war, and of 
some years prior to the war. It is 
estimated that the surplus stock of 
copper is 65,000 tons. This is less 
than half the surplus with which 
the year opened. The fact that 
production has been kept below 
consumption is responsible for this 
reduction. 

There is every promise that 1926 
will show even greater consumption 
for the factors which have to do 
with the use of the red metal, such 
as electrical developments, genera! 
industrial activity, construction and 
shipbuilding, are all on the increase 
throughout the world, with unusual 
activities taking place in new 
fields, 

The market is still a producers’ 
market and will continue so as long 
as the program of stabilization . 
strictly adhered to. This will even- 
tually bring better prices for~ the 
metai. which in tarn will bring 
increased production and we may 
expect a steady copper market,

The Los Angeles county grand

was due to improper construction 
on the part ef the builder, Paul F. 
Mahoney, and’ “gross carelessness” 
on the part of the building inspec- 
tion department of the City of Pas- 
adena. 

Following the verdict of the jury, 
action was taken late yesterday 
afternoon immediately to suspend 
two officials and a woman clerk of 
the Pasadena Department of 
Bullding Inspection but the vote of 
the Board of City Directors ended 
in a 3-to-3 tle, defeating the move 
for the present. 

Whether manslaughter charges 
against Mahoney will be prose- 
cuted as a result of the verdict of 
the Coroner’s jury yesterday will 
be decided at the méeting of the 
grand jury today, according to @ 
statement made by  Dist.-Atty. 
Keyes last night.

A timely halt in speculatidn 
operations, together with a restriction 
of the credit which has been available 
in seeemingly unlimited quantities, 
ought to bring about that slow and 
wholesome deflation which the facts 
of the situation plainly call for. It is 
not a case for alarm, but it is one for 
exercise of foresight and the prepara- 

tion of safeguards.

Wealthy Suicide 


After bitterly contested litiga - 

tion, Mrs. Hersee M. Gross “has 
won her fight to inherit a share 
of the $250,000 estate left by Pe- 
ter M. Gross, when he killed him- 
self October 13, 1924. Judge Willis 
has filed an opinion finding for 
her, in her controversy with her 
eleven step-children. 
Gross’s euicide followed his 
‘marriage by a month, and was at- 
tributed by police to a suit 
against him by another woman. 
His children contested Mrs. Gross’s 
‘claim to one-third the estate which 
she had advanced because Gross 
had died intestate. They asserted 
she was entitled to only $200 a 
_month under a prenuptial agree- 
ment. Evidence was heard some 
weeks ago and the matter has been 
under submission on briefs ever 
since.

Local Expert Finds Europe 
Backward in Hygiene 


Enjoying the distinction of being 
the only woman physician in the 
United States to gain one of the 
sixty yearly echolarships of the In- 
ternational Health Board, Dr. Eliz- 
abeth M. Saphro yesterday returned 
to her work as head of the child 
hygiene department in the county 


health department. 


The fellowship awarded to Dr, 
Saphro includes a year’s intensive 
course at Johns Hopkins: Univer- 
sity under the authorities gathered 
there by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. She gained one of the high- 
est degrees given at the university, 
that of doctor of public health. At 
the conclusion of the work, she 


‘was chosen to represent the clase 


‘and was sent through a number of 


European -countries to study con- 
ditions there and to make er 
sons with local work. 


AMERICA LEADS 


Commenting on the health con- 
ditions abroad, Dr. Saphro yester- 
day said: “I visited all the real 
health centers of European coun- 
tries and although a number of the 
organizations are privately sub- 
sidized, I find them less practical 
than those operating in this coun- 
try. I also find that in most of 
the countries the work is partly 
subsidized and has been largely 
organized with the assistance of 
American physicians.” 

The most important phase of 
hygienic work in process in Eu- 
rope, Dr. Saphro found fn Italy, 
where an Italian scientist, G. Caro- 
mia, is attempting to locate the 
bacteriological cause of measles.

Housewives and domestics 
co-operate through separating tin 
cans and paper from food waste, 
using separate containers to facil- 
itate the work of the collection 
trucks. Magazines and’ papers are 
baled for wholesale buyers, and 
the tin cans go to established mar- 
kets. Henry Ford could not be in- 
terviewed, but the Mayor was sure 
the tin was utilized profitably 
somewhere. The garbage is sold to 
hog raisers after careful separa- 
tion, and goes through sterilization 


The incinerator at the city 
Lyards, according to Mayor Steele, 
consumes everything unfit for sale. 
It was remodeled from an old plant 
at a very low cost, and has become 
a Valuable public servant. Through 
separation of the rubbish at the 
homes, the cost of disposal is very 
little above that of collection in cit- 
fes receiving no junk profit, the 
Mayor stated.
